The following paragraphs explain the difference between proof and 
uncirculated coins. 

PROOF COINS 

These coins are made from carefully selected coin blanks that have 
been highly polished before being fed into the presses. The dies made solely 
for this purpose are also highly polished and are buffed during use. In order 
to minimize scratches and abrasions, the coins are hand fed to a slow moving 
press. The slower action assures sharper, more even impressions and makes 
the design much more distinct. Each coin is struck twice. The finished coins 
have an almost mirror-like surface. 

UNCIRCULATED COINS 

These coins are made on high speed presses in the same manner as coins 
for general circulation. Although only the best coins are packaged, the 
Treasury cannot guarantee that the coins are free from blemishes. 


11 


Uncirculated coin sets were not issued in 1982 and 1983 in order to keep 
within the assigned personnel ceiling. Congressional action taken in late 1983 
re-established the uncirculated program, and production of the uncirculated 
coin sets resumed in 1984. 









The 1982 proof coin set did not contain a dollar coin. In place of the dollar, 
the set included a bronze proof medallion featiring the seal of the United 
States Treasury Department.

Proof coin sets from 1950 to 1964 sold for 2.10; 1968 to 1972 for $5.00; from 
1973 to 1976 for $7.00; and from 1977 to 1979 for $9.00; 1980 for $10.00 and 
from 1981 to 1985 for $11.00.

Uncirculated coin sets from 1959 to 1964 sold for $2.40; 1968 to 1970 for 
$2.50; 1971 and 1972 for $3.50; from 1974 to 1976 for $6.00; 1977 and 1978 
for ^.00; 1979 for $8.00; 1980 for $9.00; and 1981 for $11.00. No 
uncirculated sets were issued by the Mint in 1982 and 1983. Uncirculated 
coins sets for 1984 sold for $7.00. 


Ail proof coins for the yearly proof coin sets are struck at San Francisco ^id 
bear the mint mark.

All coins and sets produced by the United States Mint carry an official U.S. 
Mint identification. OfferLngs by individuals other than the Mint may be 
misleading in that repackaging may have occurred.

The United States Mint does not determine the value of specific coins or 
currency. No appraisal service is offered. It is recommended that you 
contact coin dealers or collectors to inquire about the sale, purchase or 
valuation of coins. The United States Mint does not recommend specific coin 
dealers or collectors, it is suggested that you consult the Yellow Pages of 
your telephone directory for the names of coin dealers/collectors in your 
area.

Old or rare coins for collections, coins of specific date or de^n, selective 
rolls, loose coins and bags of coins (uncirculated or for general circulation), 
or gold and silver ingots may be secured from banks, collectors, private 
mints, coin dealers or smelters at prices determined by them. These items 
are not available through government sources.

As a special service, the Mint offers current proof coin sets and other 
numismatic items to the public. When regular coins are needed for normal 
exchange purposes or for coin collections, these coins must be obtained from 
commerci^ banks. The Mint releases new coins only to Federal Reserve

Note: The San Francisco Assay Office and the West Point Bullion Depository 
also manufacture cents.

No mint marks appear on circulating coins dated 1965, 1966, and 1967. The 
Mint was striving to build up coin inventories during that critical time. 
Congressional authorization permitted resumption of the practice in 1968, at 
which time the mint marks, usually positioned on the reverse of the coins 
prior to 1968, were relocated to the obverse or date side. 


The Mint changed the composition of one cent coins from an alloy of 95% 
copper and 5% zinc to a copper-plated coin containing 97.6% zinc and 2.4% 
copper in 1982. The new coin is virtually Identical in size and appearance to 
the old one cent piece. The new material was phased in over a period of 
approximately twelve months beginning in January 1982. One cent coins 
were produced simultaneously from both materials during the phase-in period. 
All cents dated 1983 are copper-plated zinc. This modification of the cent 
substantially reduced production costs.

In 1982 two types of cents were produced. The best way to determine which 
cents you have is to weigh the coins. The copper cent should weigh 48 grains 
(2 grain tolerance) and the zinc cent should weigh 38.581 grains (1.54 grain 
tolerance).

zinc cents were first produced at the San Francisco Assay 
Offi^ and the West Point Bullion Depository in January 1982. At that time 

n^nv TM"'' PWladalphia Mints were producing the copper corns Tte 
uenver Mint began making zinc cents in January 1983.

PJo copper cents were struck at the U.S. Mint in 1943. Wartime needs for 
that metal necessitated change to zinc-coated steel. Investigation of some 
copper cents of that year proved them to zinc-coated steel cents 
which were copper plated after reaching circulation. It is also possible that 
dates on copper cents of other years were altered and give the appearance of 
haying been produced by the Mints in 1943. The zinc-coated steel cents were 
not recalled by the government. They were withdrawn in the usual manner as 
they became too worn or mutilated for circulation. 


27 


Susan B. Anthony dollars were struck in 1979 and 1980 for general circulation 
an were included in the Mint's proof and uncirculated coin sets. The 1981 
Susan B. Anthony dollar was struck for the proof and uncirculated coin sets 
only, not for general circulation. 


28 


There were no cupro-nickel dollars, half-dollars or quarters minted for 
general circulation with the dates 1975 and/or 1976. These were replaced by 
coins in these denominations double-dated 1776-1976. 


29 


The 1970 Kennedy half dollars were struck for the Proof and Uncirculated 
Coin Sets only, not for general circulation. 


30 


Eisenhower silver clad dollars were produced only from 1971 through 1974. 
They are no longer available through the Mint but must be purchased from* 
coin dealers. 


31 


No Eisenhower dollars have been produced for circulation since 1978. No 
stocks of these coins remain in the Mint. Please contact coin dealers for 
information relative to their availability.

The Carson City Silver Dollar Program was not administered by the United 
States Mint but was under the jurisdiction of the General Services 
Administration. The last sale of these dollars (Morgan design) took place in 
1980.

No 90% silver dollars have been produced for circulation since 1935. No 
stocks of these coins remain in the Mint. You must apply to coin dealers for 
information relative to their availability to collectors.

Orders for the three-coin Bicentennial special uncirculated sets will be 
accepted until further notice. The price of the set is $9.00. The dollar, half 
dollar and quarter are 40% silver. Make check or money order payable to the 
''United States Mint". Mail orders to the U.S. Mint, 55 Mint Street, San 
Francisco, CA 94175. There is no limit on uncirculated sets. The ordering 
period for the Bicentennial Proof Set was closed on March 6, 1985. 


Souvenir sets are produced each year by the Philadelphia Mint. The Denver 
Mint also produces a souvenir set. Each set consists of one each 50d, 256 , 
^nd Id uncirculated coins from the respective Mint. The set also 
includes a 1-5/16" medal featuring the originating Mint. These sets are sold 
over the counter at mint sales stores in Philadelphia, Denver, San Francisco 
and Washington, D.C. They are not available by mail. 


The deadline for filing orders with the United States Mint for the U.S.

The Arnerican Arts Gold Medallion Program ended on December 1, 1985. You 
may wish to contact a coin dealer or collector in your area for these 
medallions.

Special Mint Sets were made from specially prepared, polished blanks at the 
San Francisco Assay Office and were struck with polished dies on high 
tonnage presses. In addition to the five and one cent pieces, a set contained 
the clad dime, quarter dollar and half dollar authorized by the Coinage Act of 
1965. These sets were of higher quality than the uncirculated sets but were 
not of proof quality. They had a higher relief than regualr coins. The sets 
were issued only during 1965, 1966 and 1967. They are no longer available 
through Mint sources but must be procured from coin dealers or collectors.

The United States Mint is prohibited by the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 from 
manufacturing or issuing gold coins for circulation. To obtain specimens of 
those coin minted prior to that date you must apply to coin dealers. Special 
commemorative issues , such as those marking the 1984 Olympic Games in 
Los Angeles, require an Act of Congress.

The United States Mint does not offer refinery services for the public or 
recommend private companies which are engaged in this work.

Public Law 93-373 terminated all legal prohibitions on U.S. citizens 
purchasing, holding, selling or otherwise dealing in gold, effective December 
31, 1974. To reflect the effect of the law, the Treasury Department Ck>ld 
Regulations and licensing procedures have been revoked.

The Treasury Department does not purchase silver. Sales to the public 
ceased November 10, 1970. You may wish to inquire of commercial refiners 
for information pertaining to the availability of silver bars.

The Public Sales area at the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia is operated on a 
contract basis by a non-profit organization. According to Pennsylvania 
regulations a 6% sales tax must be added to items purchased here.

“(e) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the Secretary 
shall mint and issue, in quantities sufficient to meet public demand, 
coins which—

“(3) have a design— 

“(A) symbolic of Liberty on the obverse side; and 


Liberty Coin Act. 
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“(B) of an eagle on the reverse side; 

“(4) have inscriptions of the year of minting or issuance, and 
the words ‘Libert^, *In God We Trust', ‘Unit^ States of Amer¬ 
ica', ‘1 Oz.

RECENT CONSUMER INQUIRIES 


One Cent Coin : 

The Mint is changing the composition of one cent coins from the current 
alloy of 95 percent copper and 5 percent zinc to a copper-plated coin con¬ 
taining 97.6 percent zinc and ?.A percent copper. The new coin will be vir¬ 
tually identical in size and appearance to the current one-cent piece. The 
new material is being phased-in over a period of approximately twelve months 
beginning in January 1982. One cent coins will be produced simultaneously 
from both materials during the phase-in period. This modification of the cent 
will substantially reduce production costs. 


Uncirculated Coin Set, 1982 : 

The Treasury Department has announced that no uncirculated coin sets will 
be produced in 1902 because of personnel reductions. The Mint is primarily 
responsible for producing coins in sufficient quantity to meet the need of 
the nation's commerce. Personnel reductions necessitate some curtailment of 
resources directed toward numismatic items. 


The George Washington Commemorative Half Dollar : 

In December of 1981, a bill authorizing a 90 percent silver commemorative 
half dollar commemorating the 250th Anniversary of the birth of George Washing¬ 
ton was passed by the U.S. Congress and signed into Public Law, 97-104, by the 
President on December 23, 1981. When these items are available for sale, 
ordering information will be S(!nt to customers on the Minf's mailing list and a 
pre;s announcement will be released to daily and weekly newspapers as well as 
to che numismatic press.

Your 
name and address will then be added to the Mint's mailing list to receive the 
notification of future offerings.

PBi^RJ-IMJTATION 

There Is a limit of sets per customer for the proof sets. Acceptance of all orders 
Is contingent upon the Mint's production capacity to meet an unpredictable demand. 
Orders received after a cut-off date has been established are returned. Orders 
are not accepted In advance of the official ordering period. All duplicate orders 
that exceed the limit for coin sets are returned. The Proof Coin Sets cannot be 
purchased at the Mint's sales areas. 

ORDER FROM OTHER COUNTRIES 

Remittance must be made payable to the Bureau of the Mint either by an International 
Money Order or by a check drawn on a United States Bank payable in United States 
currency. 


SOUVENIR SETS 


Souvenir sets are produced only for over-the-counter sales at the four Mint sales 
areas and cannot be purchased by mall. The sales areas are located at the Philadel¬ 
phia Mint, the Denver Mint, the San Francisco Old Mint, and the Department of the 
Treasury In Washington, D.C. All souvenir sets are offered for sale as long as the 
supply remains available. 

ANTHONY DOLLAR SOUVENIR SETS 

These three-piece sets contain one dollar coin from each of the three Mints where 
the coins were produced. The price Is $5.00 per set (1979 and 1980 sets are avail¬ 
able) and sold over-the-counter only. 

DENVER. AND PHIL ADELPH I A SOUVENIR SETS 

The Denver souvenir sets contain samples of five of the coins produced by the Denver 
Mint - half dollar, quarter, dime, five, and one-cent pieces - and a Denver Mint 
medal.

advised that the Denver Mint began its operations in 1906. Our 
primary function of the Bureau of the Mint is to manufacture suffi¬ 
cient coinage to serve the needs of the Nation. We ship all of our 
coins to the Federal Reserve Banks, who in turn, distribute them to 
the local banks. 

Other services include: (1) Conducting tours at the Denver Mint 
which are extremely educational in that the general public learns how 
coins are actually minted; (2) Responding to both telephone and letter 
inquiries pertaining to questions regarding coinage processes and coin¬ 
age history; and (3) Selling certain coins and medals over-the-counter 
to visitors. 

Our Sales Room sells the Denver Mint souvenir sets, \diich consist of 
the half-dollar, quarter dollar, dime, nickel, cent, and the commemorative 
medals. These sets are sold over-the-counter only at Mint outlets in 
Denver, Philadelphia, San Francisco and Washington, D, C. 

Information on numismatic items available for sale by the Bureau 
of the Mint are enclosed. 

If you wish to have your name placed on the Bureau of the Mint's 
mailing list for coin sets and special Mint offerings, please complete 
the enclosed form. You will automatically receive order cards for future 
coin sets and medals offered by the Mint if your name is included on the 
San Francisco mailing list.

Even though the coiled strip is very 
thin it is not thiiyenough.

When it comes out it is only 
a tenth of an inm thick. 

When uncoiled the strip is about 400 
feet long. Sometimes two or more of 
the uncoiled stms are welded together 
to make a stflp even longer. Rough 
edges are trimmed off the strip to make 
it smooth. Now the coil is rolled down 
In the third rolling mill to one-twentieth 
of an inch thick, 15 inches wide. 
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The Denver Mint traces its history to the fall of 1862 when for $25 000 thA iinitAH 
government purchased the private mint of Clark, Gruber & Co. at 16th and Market

operations were restricted to meltinfi refinina 
assaying and stamping of gold bars as to fineness and weight which were formed from eold 
dust and nuggets brought in by miners in the surroundinl area ® 

That was five years after Denver was founded in 1858, the year placer gold was discovered 
at the junction of the South Platte River and Cherry Creek, now the geographical center of 
following year lode gold was found. Colorado was organized as a Territory in 
1861 and earned the nickname of the “Centennial State” in 1876 when, a hundrecJ vLrs 

Declaration of Independence, statehood was achieved 
In 1895 Congress approved a mint for the coinage of gold and silver. The Assav Office 
moved to Its present structure in 1904 and in February of 1906 advanced to the status of^I 
U.S. mint when coinage operations began. 

During the first year of operation, the Mint turned out gold coin valued at 23.8 million 
dollars and silver coins valued at 3.2 million dollars. Coinage of five cent and one cent 
pieces began in 1911 and that year 12.6 million pieces were minted 
To meet the growing demand for coins, the present building was expanded in 1936 and 
new equipment installed to speed and perfect the manufacturing process Again in 1946 and 
1965, new wings were added. Currently, private contractors supply the pre-fabricated coils 
of metal from which the coin blanks are punched. Operations at Denver are concentrated 
upon the blanking function (Fig. G), and the actual stamping of coins. Today the Denver 
Mint IS capable of producing over 1.25 million coins per hour. 

Visitors are welcome at the Denver Mint. One of the highlights of the tour is a display of 
gold bars worth over $1,000,000. Each bar weighs approximately 27^2 pounds. 

The Denver Mint is part of a nationwide Treasury Agency known as the Bureau of the 
Mint. From headquarters in Washington, D.C., the Director of the Mint administers the 
Philadelphia and Denver Mints, the Assay Office at New York City, the Assay Office and the 
Old Mint at San Francisco and the Depositories at Fort Knox, Ky. and West Point, N.Y for 
the storage of gold, silver and other coinage metals.

POLICY REGARDING COINS AVAILABLE AT THE 

MINT, AND THE PURCHASE. SALE AND VALUATION 

OF OLD AND RARE COINS 


As a special service, the Mint offers current proof and uncir¬ 
culated coin sets, and other numismatic items to the public. 

When regular coins are needed for normal exchange purposes, 
they are released by the Mints only to the Federal Reserve banks 
and branches, which distribute them to the commercial banks of 
the Nation. Neither of these sources issues coins for circulation 
directly to the public. 


Persons desiring coins struck and issued by the Slints in previous 
years; old or rare coins for collections; pieces of specific date or 
design, including commemorative coins; or coins in bulk lots (such 
as selective rolls and bags), may be able to secure them from banks, 
collectors or coin dealers. These items are not available through 
Government sources. The manufacture and issuance of gold coins by 
the United States Government is prohibited by the Gold Reserve Act 
of January 30, 1934. 

The Bureau of the Mint pays no premium upon coins or currency 
of any issue. It does not undertake to determine whether speciTic 
coins have special value as collector's items or to decide questions 
of numismatics, whether referring to coins or currency of the United 
States or of foreign countries. 

The Bureau of the Mint does not recommend coin dealers or col¬ 
lectors to whom inquiry could be made regarding the sale, purchase 
or valuation of coins. It is suggested that you consult the Yellow 
Pages of your telephone directory for the names of dealers or collectors 

in your area.

••(2) a cladding of an alloy of eight hundred 
parts of silver and two hundred parts of cop¬ 
per; and 

••(3) a core of an alloy of silver and copper 
such that the whole coin weighs 24.592 
grams and contains 9.837 grams of silver 
and 14.755 grams of copper." 

Subsidiary 90 Percent Silver Coins. The 
Coinage Act of 1965 provided the Secretary 
of the Treasury authority to produce half 
dollars, quarter dollars, and dimes from 900 
fine coin silver until such date as it was 
determined that adequate supplies of the 
clad coins were available and, in no event, 
later than five years after the date of 
enactment of the Act. The last of the 90 


percent silver quarters were struck in 
January 1966, the last of these dimes in 
February 1966. and the last of the halves 
in April 1966. The specifications for the 90 
percent silver coins are as follows:

Another intcrestinfj series, important because of its close association vsith 
our first president, comprises those tokens bearing the portrait of Washington. 
Although most of these pieces are dated from 1783 to 1795, many of them were 
made in England around the turn of the century. 

Coinnse of the States 

The Articles of Confederation, adopted March 1.1781, provided that Congr^ 
should have the sole right to regulate the alloy and value of coin struck by its 
own authority or by that of the rcs|>cctivc states. 

Each state, therefore, had the right to coin money, but Congress served as 
a regulating authority. New Hampsliire was the first state to consider coinage, 
but few if any coins were placed in circulation. The only specimens known bw 
the date 1776. 

Vermont, Connecticut, and New Jersey granted coining privileges to compa¬ 
nies or individuals. Massachusetts erected its own mint in which copper coins 
were produced. A number of interesting varieties of these state issues, most of 
which w'cre struck in fairly large quantities, can still be easily acquir^, and 
form the basis for many present day collections of early American coins. 

The Beginnings of United States Coinage 

Throughout the Colonial vears, Americans had become accusiomcd to the u^ 
of the Spanish dollar anci its fractional parts, the real, the medio (half-real), 
etc. It was only natural, therefore, that when a national coinage was under 
censidoration the dollar was mentioned most frequently. In earlier years cur¬ 
rency statutes in many of the colonics had given first consideration to the 
Spanish dollar. Connecticut, Massachusetts, and Virginia, particularly, pa.sscd 
laws making Spanish coins a legal tender. The first issue ol Continental paper 
money May 10.1775. olfors further evidence that the dollar was to bo our basic 
money unit, for it provided that the notes should be payable in ’’Spanish Milled 
dollars or the value thereof in gold or silver.” . j 

The Assistant Financier ol thc Confederation, Gouverneur Moms, proposed 
a decimal coinage ratio, and his plan was incorporated in a report present*^ 
by Robert Morris, Superintendent of Finance, to the Congress, January 15, 
1782. Plans for a mint were advanced, and a uniform national currency to 
relieve the confu-’^cd money conditions was outlined. Morris s unit, 1/1440 of 
a dollar, was calculated to aerree without a fraction with all the diilcrent 
valuations of the Spanish milled dollar in the varioiw States. Although a 
government mint was approved February 21. 1782. no immediate action was 
taken. During 1784 Thomas Jellerson. then a member of the Mouse of Repre¬ 
sentatives, brought in a report concerning the plan, and expressed disagree¬ 
ment With Morris’ complicated money uniL lie advocated the simple ooJar 
unit because he believed the dollar was already as familiar and convenient a 
unit of value as the British pound. He favored the decimal system and re¬ 
marked that. ’The most easv ratio of multiplication and division is that ol ten. 
George Washington referred to^it as *a measure, which m my opimon, has 
become indispensibly necessary.* ” « 

The Grand Committee in May 1785 recommended a gold five-<iollar piece, a 
dollar of silver with fractional coins, of the same metal, in denoniinations ot 
half, quarter, tenth, and twentieth parte of a dollar, and copper pieces valued 
at one-hundredth and one tw’o-hundredih of a dollar. ^ 

In 17S3 Robert Morris submitted a series oi pattern pip<^^ m silver which 
were designed by Dudley to carry out the decimal idea for Uni^StaUs money.

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Arrows w'cre placed at the date on all silver coins except three<enl pieces 
and dollars, and on the quarters and half-dollars rays were added on the 
reverse side to denote the change of weight. In 1854 the rays wore removed, 
and in 1856 the arrows disappeared. Production of silver coins in large quanti¬ 
ties during this period greatly relieved tho demands on gold dollars and three- 
cent pieces. Con.sequcntly for the first time in our nation s history llicre ^vTl3 
a suflicicnt supply of fractional coin.s in general circulation. 

The law of 1857 was designed primarily to rt‘form the copper coinage. No 
matter how interesting and valuable the large cents and half-ccnts ni»\y have 
become in the eyes of the modern collector, they were very unpopular with the 
people and cost the mint too much to produce. 

Tlie new law alMjIished the halfctmt piece, and reduced the size and changed 
the design oftlie cent. Tlie new Flying Fnigle cent contained 88C<) cojqx^r and 
12% nickel. Several hundred experimental cents w'ere stam|>od from dies bear¬ 
ing the date 1856 although no authority for the issue existed before 1857. Other 
importiint eHecLs of thp law were the retirement of the Spanish silver coins 
from circulation, and dispersal of the new cents in .such excessive quantities as 
to create a nuisance to businc.ss houses, particularly in the eastern cities. The 
Indian head device replaced the Eagle in 1859, and in 1864 the weight of the 
cent was further reduced and its composition changed to a proportion of 95% 
copper and 5% tin and zinc. This bronze composition was the standard for our 
cent except for the years 1943, and 1944 to 1946. In 1962 the alloy was changed 
to 95% copper and 5% zinc. 

. Both Jederson and Hamilton had contended in their day that the currency 
of money of small value benefits society. The history of our cent and its daily 
use proves the soundness of this principle. 

Abundance turned to scarcity Ibllowing the outbreak of the Civil ^y«lr. An¬ 
ticipation of a scarcity and depreciation of the paper money was suflicicnt to 
induce hoarding. The large volume of greenbacks in circulation caused a premi¬ 
um on gold, and sub-sidiarv silver as a result of the sudden depreciation quickly 
vanished in the North, ftesort wiis soon made to postage stamps for .small 
change. All type.s of fractional notes were nut out at this time by municipalities 
and the Government. "Postage currency*' became widely used, and in 1863 a 
great variety oftokens appeared to help fill the vacuum. Like the tokens of 1837 
they were of two general cla.‘».*^cs, tradesmen’s coins and imitations of legal 
cents. The latter were u.sually produced at a profit, many of which were politi¬ 
cal or patriotic in character, with slogans typical of the times. 

The I^w of 1864, which effected changes in the cent, provided also for the 
new bronze two-cent piece. The act, moreover, provided legal tender status for 
these two coins up to ten times their value. The iwo-ccnt piece was the first coin 
• to bear the motto in c;od wk thu.st. The new coin was readily accepted by the 
people but proved an unnecessary denomination, going out of fashion and being 
discontinued only nine years later. 

^cretary Chase had issued a great many currency notes of thrce-cent 
denomination early in 1865. The nickel interests seized upon this circumstance 
to fight for a new threc-cent coin for redemption of the paper money. A law was 
quickly passed and signed by the president as of March 3. 1565. providing for .• 
a three-cent coin of 75-25 copper-nickel composition. Our country now pas- 
sessed two lypi*s orihrce<enl pieces. The nickel three-cent piece was struck 
continuou.sly until IH89. the lhree<enl silver until 1873. 

The new copjx'r-nickel alloy ratio wa.s s<*U'CU'Cl for the five-ccnl coin, adopted 
May 16.1866. to be thereafter known a.s a "nickel." Again the people had o coin
